It is erident from the entriaa made to the 
atakee offered by the Harlem and Lakeside 
Clubs, which closed March 1, the Chicago rac- 
ing season of 1900 is to be replete with interest, 
excitement and prosperity.

Secretary Nathanson may well be elated with 
the following statement which he has prepared 
from the data afforded by the returns in his 
office: 

Breaking a record thus early in the tnrf year 
is the rare feat which must be credited to the 
Harlem Jockey Club. The report of Secretary 
M. Nathanson on nominations to the spring 
stakes, which entries closed March 1st, pre- 
sents a number of unusual and gratifying feat- 
ures. Harlem’s seven stakes, it is claimed, at- 
tracted a greater number of entries than was 
ever before given to any seven similar events, 
f stakes to be decided within a few months of 
the closing date) closed by any racing associa- 
tion. This claim bars, of course, certaiu pro- 
duce events and fixtures that close for yearliugs 
and are to be lun in future years. The seven 
Harlem stakes, which are to be run before the 
Washington Park meeting, received a total of 
773 nominations, an average of 110 per stake and 
a new record in this linr.

The five Lakeside stakes also closed remark- 
ably wall. Considering the fact that the Indi- 
ana track clashes with Louisville and that its 
date is almost too early to aUow for the recup- 
eration of racers from the Pacific coast, there- 
by preventing the participation of a number of 
leading stables until Harlem opens, the stake 
list is a fine one. The five fixtures enlisted a 
total of 341 entries, an average of 68 per stake.

In spite of Lakeside’s disadvantage as to 
dates the combined showing of the two tracks 
is an interesting detail. The total entries for 
twelve stakes number 1,114, or a grand average 
of ninety-three par stake. The result is especi- 
ally gratifying to Secretary Nathanson, because 
of the fact that in his endeavor to present to 
lovers of the sport the best material obtainable, 
he conducted his canvass for nominations on 
new lines and had reason to fear the result of 
experimenting in an undertaking of this char- 
acter. Happily bis system proved to be an im- 
mense winner, as the figures and class show. 
Twenty-two entries were rejected because of 
being sent in too late or from objectionable 
stables.
